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1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

2. The listing of references in the specification(JP-A-51 -1 1 3023 and JP-A-61 - 
072615 at page 2 and JP-A-07-224638 at page 3) is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1 ) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 3-22-02 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(1), which requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office. It has been placed in the application file, but 
the information referred to therein has not been considered. Contrary to the cover sheet 
there is no PTO-1449 filed with the IDS. 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "4a" has been used to designate both an inlet pipe at 
page 13 line 10 and jetting openings at page 13 line 13. A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: "1" in Fig. 1 as on page 12 line 6. A proposed drawing correction or 
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corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

6. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 

"20D" as in Fig. 1. 
"70A", "70B" as in Fig. 4. 

A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 

7. Claims 1 -1 0 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teach nor suggest the claimed features of. An exhaust gas purifier 
including a floating sphere filter which is equipped with floating spheres which are a 
group of spheres and a floating sphere accommodating chamber which accommodates 
the floating spheres at an interior and which has a bottom plate and ceiling plate formed 
such that the exhaust gas can flow therethrough and whose sidewalls are formed by 
floating walls which are thrust so as to push the floating spheres to return toward a 
central portion is provided at the exhaust gas guide out flowpath in combination with the 
other claimed features of instant claims 1 ,2, and 4 nor an exhaust gas purifying liquid 
agitating portion as defined in instant claim 5 in combination with the other claimed 
features of the exhaust gas purifier of instant claim 5. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Prior art references cited on PTO-892(Notice of References Cited) are 
considered to be of interest, disclosing similar exhaust gas purifiers.
